3. Summary of the Rvidonce: : 


a. For the Prosecutions: 

As to Specification 1 1: The Japenese Naval Regulations 
provided for the compliance with the rules of warfare at’ tho out- 
break of the war (Ex 2, 5). Howover, on 3 Jenuary 1942, Fuehrer 
fLdolph Hitler af Germany, in the presence of Forcign Minister Von 
Ribbontrop, met with the Japanese ambassador Oshima. Hitler pointed 
out that, no matter how many ships the United States could build, 
one of her chicf problems was a personnel shortage. For this 
reason the merchant vessels were being sunk without warning in order 
thet as many of the crew as possible would perish. Hitler thought 
that if word once got about that most of the scamen were lost in the 
torpedoings, America would have difficulty in recruiting others to: — 
men the ships. He stated that they were fighting for their existence 
and for this reason no humanitarian: policies should be practiced. 

He had to give the order that, in case seamen could not be taken 
prisoners, the submarines were to fire at all of the lifeboats. | 
Oshima had been empowered by his governmont to discuss the prosecu- 
tion of the war with the Reich Foreign Minister. He concurred with 
the vicws of Hitler and statcd that the Japenese were forced to 
follow the methods outlined by Hitler (Ex 3). Von Ribbontrop dis- 
cussed with Oshima tho German U-boat order which forbade the rescuing 
of survivors ‘of sunken merchant vessels. 1 Oshima eonveyed this 
information to the Japanese Naval authoritics (Ex 4).

4, Opinion 


The record is legally sufficient to sustain the findings 
of the Commission. The Commission was constituted by proper 
authority and had jurisdiction of all of thé accused and of the 
offenses alleged. The prosecution introduced evidence by means 
of witnesses who took the stand and by means of sworn statements | 
of former prisoners of war, all of whom had been in a position to 
know the facts of the matters in issue. From such, the guilt of 
the accused was firmly established. 


A charge of conspiracy is made in’ Specification 1. Before | 
taking up this cuestion of conspiracy, (in order that this review — a i 
may not’ be considered inconsistent with established precedent), it :

As @ result of 
the order to sennihilate, orie submarine commander , now deccaséd, even 
went so far as to execute a woman who was a Red Gross workers 
Crimes of this type are so foul that it does not: require rules of — 
conventions to implant it in the mind that they are wrong. Even 
Ariigumi, I-8 Commander, who certainly was not a Christian » com" 
mitted suicide, probably as a result of a bad conscience (B x 101, 
104). Accused Yanaba, likewise possibly suffering from a bad 
conscience, chose to tell the -truth at all costs (Bx 30). After 
the murder of the membors of the Tjisalak there was considerable 
resentment of these foul deeds by members of the crew of the I-8 
(Ex 29). It is considered that, if the.commission chose to find 
these accused guilty, as it did, the punishment meted out should — 
heve fit the crime. It is considored that in no case in past cases 
have sentences been so lenient. It is obvious that clemency. should 
be denied. In order that each accused may receive some punishment 
for’ his participation -in the horrible abrocitics, it is recommended 
that the sentences of each be approved. All of the accused who 
were found guilty, with the exception of accused Nakazawa, went to 
triel.14 July 1948 and were sentenced 13 Décember 1948. Aécused 
Nakazawa went to trial 14 July 1948 and was sentenced 28 December
